Department of Interior Informs 
Council That Rents Are Swing; 


Gas Leases Might Be Cancelled 


Stated That Company Paid No 
No Work Done—Council 
That Expenditures in 
Rental For Past Year. 


A communication which should 
have a vital effect upon the rela- 
tions between the city and the gas 
company, and application now before 
the legislature for the cancellation of 
the tranchise, was presenied to coun- 
cil by the mayor on Tuesday night. 

The letter was from the superin- 
tendent of the department of interiors 
mining lands and Yukon branch and 
was to the effect that owing to rent; 
not having been paid, the gas leases 
are now liable to cancellation. Fron 
the contents of the letter it would ap- 
pear that counci! have now, to a 
Jerge extent, the matter in their own 
hands in further dealings with the 
company. 

The letter was not on the agenda. 
as it only arrived late Tuesday, and 
so no action was taken, save that in- 
structions were given for copies to be 
made and sent out to the aldermen. 

The letter reads as follows:

therewith. 

Evidence was subinitied to this de- 
partment to show that five wells had 
been bored on the locations in ques- 
t'on and that an expenditure of over 


$77,080 had been incurred in actual 
boring eperations. The locaticens | 
were accordirgly included in five 


groups, one group for each well, and 
the expenditure incurred in boring 
the operations was accepted in satis- 
faction of the rental for the second 
and third years of the term of th* 
leases, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of ‘tthe regulations, that is, 
up to the 16th of February, 1920.

ties without having a reason. 


Germany Going ‘‘Red’’? 

Germany is suffering from a 
dose of the Bolshevik poison it in- 
jected into Russia. It is even 
claimed that reyolutionary 
movement is inspired and finaneed | 
by Lenin, whieh is likely true. 
Chiekens still come home to roost. 

While generally the agitators 
are aiming at a ‘‘general strike,’’ 
in some of the industrial centres | 
of Saxony communist mobs have} 
been fighting pitched battles with | 
specially recruited police forees. | 
[t does not improve the outlook 
for peace that the police are 
Prassians. The Saxons and Prua- 
sians ‘have never liked each other, 
nor even pretended that they did. | 
That Prussian troops are brought | 
in to suppress Saxon up-risings| 
will hardly heal the breach, and | 
may Jead to anything from race 
riots to civil war. 

The outside world is not much 
given to sympathy at news of} 
troubles, present or prospective, 
on Germany’s program; least of 
all the Allied nations. But in the 
cireumstances the Allies are bound 
to take a keen and decidedly hos- 
tile view of the developments. It 
may serve Fritz right that the red 
menace should invade Germany ; 
but that cannot occur at the pre- 
sent time without more or less im 
pairing the Allies’ chances of co!- 
lecting the reparations bill. And 
thase chances are not any too good | 
is things stand. 

Germany declares that it can 
not pay the sums demanded. No 
doubt the declaration was pre- 
pared for effect, and the estimate | 
of productive capacity of the 
country is pruned down accord- 
ingly. But, making allowances for 
Berlin’s ingrained habit of cutting 
the facts to fit its argument, fifty- 
four billion dollars is quite a sum 
of money; plenty large enough to 
keep Germany hustling in an in- 
dustrial and commercial way to 
meet the instalments as they fall 
due, 

Of course a general strike would
